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Lacking Discipline Process 


Social clashes have a way of exposing issues 
which desperately need attention or correction 
Two weeks ago at the Associated Students Inc. 
senate meeting, the Pan African Student Union, 
which staged a “hold-in” by barring persons trom 
leaving the senate chambers until their message 
was delivered, pointed out a flaw in our student 
The dilemma is, what to do 
with campus groups who continually violate 


government system 


laws, codes or rights 

Clearly, the PASU action was a violation of 
at least two things. First, one person attending 
the meeting was physically barred from leaving 
the room — a clear infraction of an individual's 
rights. Sccond, the disruption of the open forum 
session of the senate meeting violated Article 1.1, 
Section 41301, paragraph (d) of Title X, the 
California State University and Colleges Code 
The reference allows expulsion, suspension or 
probation of students who engage in “Obstruc- 
tion or disruption, on or off campus property, of 
the campus educational process, administrative 
process or other campus functions.” 

Adding to PASU’s culpability is the fact the 
Organization agreed to abide by this ttle when it 
signed the Campus Organizational Recognition 
Form which specifically states the organization 
must comply with Title X. Additionally, the 
group's leaders are specifically charged with 
responsibility for the actions of the organization

In recent years the image of public education 
in the United States has become badly tarnished 
Basic skills tests given to high school students 
have shown a steady decrease in achievement in 
reading, grammar and mathematics. As a result 
the national education curriculum has gone 
through scrutiny and is now in the process of 
being restructured 

California has by no means been exempt 
from the plethora of poor test scores. Hoping to 
restore discipline and pride in its own students, 
the CSU Board of Trustees recently approved an 
Entry Level Math (ELM) exam as a prerequisite 
for new students before they complete a general 
education quantitative reasoning course. 

Required for students operating under the 
1983-84 catalog, the ELM exam consists of 60 
questions concerning geometry, anthmetic and 
algebra. A score of 38 1s needed to pass. Students 
operating under an earher catalog, and those 
who achieved high scores on the SAT, 
Advanced Placement or ACT tests are exempt 
from the test 

Marion Boenheim, CSUS direcior of 
PASAR, coordinator of entry-level mathematics 
and chair of the Entry Level Math Commission, 
a group set up to monitor the ELM exam, has 
described the test as a way for students “to find 
out what their needs are.” In the past, students
